Fohn Tucker. | keep the Angel Inn in St. Gi/e,'s, 
On the 28th of April between 12 and 1 in the Mor- 
ning my Servant informed me that the Watchman 
had found Thieves breaking into my Cellar, but 
they had made it ſecure again. I got up and ſearch'd 
about the Houſe to ſee if any body was concealed, 
but found no body. My Man got up again between 
one and two, and cry'd out Murder Thieves ! and 
ran about the Houle to alarm us, and preſently 
afterwards hearing a ſecond Noiſe, of ſome body 
in the Kitchen, I got up, and opened my Window, 
and called a-croſs the Yard : immediately I ſaw a 
Man run along the Yard, and he limped with his 
right Leg, by which I was certain it was the Priſo- 
ner, who ſome Time before this had been my Servant. 
My Oſtler hearing the Noiſe got up, and I defired 
him to lay hold of the Priſoner, but he not hearing 
what I ſaid, the Priſoner made his Eſcape. After 
this I got a Candle, and in my Kitchen found the 


Priſoner's Hat, Shoes, caſe Knife and penknife, and an 


Iron Fly belonging to a gaming Table, all which 
he owned to be his before the Juſtice. The Day 
after this I got a Warrant to take the Priſoner on 
Suſpicion, and met him in Drury: Lane. I took 
hold of him and ſaid, are you here Tom? he made 
no Reply, but ſaid, 1 hope Maſter you will forgive me. 


1 told him as he had broke into my Houſe, I could 


not forgive him, and he ſaid he would aſk ten thou- 
ſand Pardons if I would excuſe him. I kept him 
fait by the Hand and led him into a Public Houſe, 
and gave him into the Cuſtody of a Headborough. 
When we were at the Alehouſe he owned that he 
broke into the Houſe between one and two o'Clock, 
but ſaid he came for Victuals. He confeſs'd the 
ſame before the Juſtice, and begged very hard for 
his Hat, for he had none to wear. 

Samuel Digner. On the 28th of April, juſt as 
the Watchman was crying the Hour of twelve, he 
knocked at the Door, and told me ſome Thieves 
were breaking in at the Cellar Window : I got up, 
and li't a Candle, and the Watchman and I went 
into the Cellar to faſten the Windows, which were 
wrenched open wide enough for a Dog to get in. 
I am poſitive they were falt when I went to 50

After this 
I carried him into a back Room, and there he de- 
livered ſome Implements for Gaming to his Wiſe, 
and when I carried him before Mr. De Viel, the Iron 
Fly and the other Things were produced and he 
owned them to be his, and that he left them in 
Tucker's Kitchen. 

Priſoner. I was almoſt ſtarved with Hunger, 
and went to Mr Tucker's with a view of getting ſome 
Victuals, thinking I could be bolder there than at 
another Place.

Captain 
Lu ordered me to go to St. Fames's with him, 
and in going along I went to Smith and asked him 
he could tell me who was concern'd in it: he told 
me Tom.Sheerer could, and at laſt I was informed that 
Jack Smith himſelf had got the priſoner's clothes : 
upon which we came down with another ſoldier to- 
wards St. Tame, Houſe, and ſaw Smith coming out 
with the clothes, and ſo we went with them to the 
Goat ale-houſe in the Paw'd alley, where we ſearched 
the pockets, and found in thein a leather ſort of a 
wund thing with a hole in it, a purſe with 25. in it, 
ud a piece of ſtuff that belongs to the brace of a drum, 
which made me think they belonged to a drummer. 
[defired the gentleman to go home that night, and 
promiſed him to find the man if I could. Accord- 
ugly after I had made all the enquiry I could, about 
4 quarters of an hour after 11 at night I went to- 
wards Mbitehall, and the priſoner came by in com- 
ny with Scholes and Holbrook. I aſk'd them what 
tte priſoner's name was? they told me Quaites; ſo 
[cal'd him and took hold of him by the collar and 
told him he was my priſoner. He deſired me to let 
lim go and ſee for his clothes, but I carried him to 
lie guard-room and charged him with the two ſer- 
rants of the guard: he was detained all night, and 
lie next day carried before juſtice Manley.

I ſaw the proſecutor that 
git; he was very bloody and came to make his 
implaint to captain Lowry, and I told him I 
buld uſe my endeavours to find the man.

Was there any thing ſaid about the clothes? 
Davis, They were ſaying that he was in bis 
mt, and he owned that he was in a ſcuffle and loſt 
clothes, | 
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Jobn Andreu, ſerjeant, confirmed the depoſition 
of William Cowtom, with this addition, that the 
priſoner ' owned he had loſt his clothes, that be 
had the proſecutor's money, and that he had given 
it him to conduct him through tbe park: that he 
(this witneſs) went next morning with the priſoner, 
at his defire, to look in the grais for the watch, but 
that it was not found, 


DErEtnNce. 


I had been to ſee a comrade to Hammer /mith, and 
being in liquor, and coming through the Park in my 
way home I ſat down, and fell aſleep. While [ 
was aſleep, this gentleman came up, and tapp'd 
me on the thigh, and asked me if I was aſleep ?. 
I ſaid yes: what is that to you? he aſk'd me if my 
breeches were cloth or leather : I ask'd if he had not 
his feeling. After this he offered ſome indecencies to 
me, and | told him he ſhould go with me to the cen- 
try: he deſired me not to expoie him, and pull'd out 
ſome money which he threw on the graſs, and then 
fell to beating me. He then cried out murder 7 
am robb'd of my watch ! and a chairman and, a wo- 
man came to my aſſiſtance. My coat was pretty 


wide, and my waiſtcoat had no ſleeves, and they 


ſlipp'd off in the ſcufle. I told the chairman how it 
was between us, and ſo he gave me my clothes. I 
had got them on my arm, and this centry came up 
and took the clothes from me, and I went off. A- 
bout an hour and half afterwards, hearing that ſuch 
a thing was alledged againſt me, I ſurrender'd my- 
ſelf to thele two men, and was with them when 
Smith ſeized me. 

Fobn Walkinſhaw. I was centry in St James 
Parkat nine o' clock at night, the next poſt to Spring 
Garden Gate, and the horſe patrole came paſt me. 
J heard a ſort of a murmuring which I thought was 
in the wilderneſs : There was no moonlight nor. 
any ſuch thing, but it was a very dark night. For 
about a minute and an half all was quier and Rill, 
and then I heard a cry of thieves! I am rob0'd! 
I was a little ſurpriſed and kept till on the watch, 
and as I liſten'd the voice came nearer to me. 1 
thought I heard a patting on the graſs, ſo I went to 
the rails, and peep'd between the sky in this manner, 
and I ſaw ſomething moving. Preſently I could 
hear flop thief! JI am robbd and afterwards the 
priſoner and this gentleman came up. They were 
3 yards aſunder, and the proſecutor had neither 
his hat nor wig on. The gentleman ſaid he was 
robb'd, and the priſoner ſaid, he had offered ſome- 
thing vile to him. Idamn'd them both, and aſk'd 
them how they came there? The gentleman ſaid he 
came in at Buckingham gate, and that the priſoner 
pretended to ſhew him the neareſt way to the 7r/- 
yard guard. I detain'd the proſecutor and took him 


into my centry box: and then he complainirg that 


his head was very cold for want of his hat and wig, 
C I went 
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I went with kim to look in the graſs for them. 


He found thera both, and then I was for taking him 
back again, but he defired me not to be in a hurry, 
for he believed he ſhbuld find his watch: G- D— 
you, ſays I, (I ask pardon for ſwearing, for I did ſay 
ſo) did you not tell me the man had got your watch ? 
He grovel'd in the graſs 20 or 30 times for the ſpace 
of a minute and half ard could not find it. I then gave 
tke proſecutor over to a man nearer the TH ard 


uard, and as we were carrying him along he 
kel to eating apples out of his pocket, and if I would 


be ſo good as to take his wailtcoat, he ſaid he would 
come in the morning, and he deſired me not to ex- 
poſe him, for he did not know whether the fellow 
had his watch or no. I told him if he would not 
give me 20 guineas and his waiſtcoat I would not 
let him go, and fo I delivered him up to the other 
centry. 

2. Did the proſecutor appear to be bloody at 
that time ? . 

Walkinſbatww. I can't tell. I had him by the arm, 
and told him if he offered to ſtir a foot, I was load- 
ed and would ſhoot him. . After I had delivered the 
proſecutor to the centry, I ask'd Smith where the 
fellow was that ran away, and he ſaid he had got 
Smith took hold of the priſoner, and I 
ſeiz'd the gentleman. | 

Fohn Perkins, depoſed to the fame effect. 

Fohbn Scholes, I was at the ſuttling houſe with 
my comrade, and hearing a noiſe in the Park, I ran 
and met the priſoner in the gravel walk between the 
Mall and the chairs which are put for people to fit 
in. He is a drummer, and I was very much ſurpriz'd 
to hear him charged with ſuch a thing, and I bid 
the centry take care of him; but while I was turn- 


ing myſelf round, he ruſhed out of the centry's hand. 


Immediately I turn'd to the proſecutos, and ſeeing 
him bare headed, I asked him where his hat and wig 
were? He ſaid the rogue had robb'd him of them, 
and the centry that had hold of him ſaid he ſhould 


go before the officer of the guard. He had not gone 


above ten or twelve ſteps before he deſired to look 
for his hat and wig, and he went into a loneſom 
place by the fide of the canal, call'd the Princeſss 
walk : a place not fit for them to be in, for every 
centry has orders to keep people out of it even in the 
day time. He grovel'd about ſome time, and found 
his hat and wig, and after that being pretty much 
"frighted, he deſired the centry to ſtay a little and 
let him look for his watch. The centry would not 
ſtay, but took him along, and he offered to give any 
ſatisfaction in the world not to be expoſed. After 
this, 1 that Smith had got the priſoner's 
clothes, I deſired him to let me have them, but he 
refuſed. I and my comrade then went to our quar- 


ters at the Horſe Granadier Drum in King Street, and 
. While we were eating ſome pork, the priſoner came 
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in and ſurrender d himſelf to us, and we were carry. 
ing him to the guard When Smith met us and took him, 


John Helbrook was the perſon to whom r he priſe. 
ner was delivered by Smith. He depoſed, that the 


priſoner ruſhed from him, without his clothes. The 


other part of his evidence was of the ſame tenor a; 
that given by Scholes. | 

Jabn Moore. I was on White-ha!l guard, and 
went to the Horſe and Drum, to drink a pint of beer, 
and the priſoner coming in, the corporals accuſed 
him of robbing the gentleman in the park, He 
denied it,! and ſurrender'd himſelf up into their 
cuſtody. 

— Terry, I keep the Horſe Granadier Drum 
in King-ftreer, and Holbrook and Scholes are quatterd 
at my houſe. They came in -by themſelves about 
half an hour after 10 at night and fat down. | 
aſked them to eat ſome pork, and they told me 
there had been a great ſtir in the park, and that 
a drummer had robbed a man. They had not 
drank a pot of beer before the priſoner came in. 
They charged him with it, and he ſurrender'd di- 
rectly. 

Priſoner. A man came to me laſt Sunday, and 
aſked me if any body was concerned with me, and 
if I did not impeach them, he ſaid, the proſecutor 
would bring a man that ſhould hang me right or 
wrong. This is the man. 

Samuel Stone. The proſecutor told me he had 
been robbed, and I went to Newgate with another 
perſon to ſee one Downes, who 1s a debtor there. 
The priſoner was then fitting in an adjacent box, 
and I told him, if any body was concerned with 
him, I would have him make himſelf an evidence, 
and he ſaid, he could not do it now. The proſecu- 
tor bears the character of an honeſt worthy man. 

Thomas Bamford, Juhn Marſhal, and 7 — R— 
had known the profecutor different numbers of 
years, and always took him to be a very ſober ho- 
neſt man Guilty Death.

Charles Shuckburgh. On Monday the 3 f ſt of Aug. 
I was deſired to ſecure Cu/l;ford; and I took him 
into the parlour here, before the Lord Mayor. He 
owned that he had carried goods to Frark/and in 


Newgate, upon which I had a warrant, and took 


theſe goods out of Frankl/and's room. "Theſe two 
pieces were produced before the Lord Mayor, and 
Culliford owned that he had delivered them, and as 
many more, to Frank/ana' for a guinea and half and 
half a crown. 

Thomas Pert. | have been a debtor upwards of 
two years in Negugate. About a week before laſt

Seeing Heftword charged only in this 
manner, I asked Butler whether he was concern'd 
in this cruel uſage ? he told me he was not.
